Four flying saucers were 
reported in the Joppa area 
Thursday night, by three Harford 
county resi^nts. 

"It’s the first time in my life 
I’ve ever seen anything like it.” 
said Norman Turner, who works 
at the Edgewood Arsenal. "It k'as 
definitely four flying saucers 
moving across the sky ” 

This is the second }JFO 
reported in the Harford county 
area in the past two weeks. A 
burning ball of fire, which many 
claim was a UFO, was recently 
reported near Fawn-Grove. 


Mr Turner was driving to his 
home on Old Joppa road Thurs¬ 
day night when he spotted four 
objects in the sky. 

“It looked like one red light 
with three white ones to the right 
of the red one,” he said. “They 
were about tree-top level, too low 
for an airplane.” 

When Mr. Turner reached his 
home he called his wife and a 
neighbor to come outside and 
look at the strange occurance. Ail 
three of them stood for ap^ 
proximately five minutes, and 
watched the objects move slowly 
across the sky. The lights then 
disappeared in the dist ince. 

"'There was no noise ” said Mr. 
Turner, “except when they ^ in 
front of us, then there was one big 
humming sound that lasted a 


couple of minutes.” He claims 
the noise was definitely not that 
of an airplane. 

"1'wo airplanes flev/ overhead 
some time after the objects. We 
hef rd that noise,” he said. “What 
we heard from the four objects 
was a humming rather than the 
roar of jets.” 

Because of the height and the 
manner in which the objects 
moved. Mr. Turner claims the 
four lights had to be UFOs. 

“They were too Iqw for air¬ 
planes,” he said. “I could have 
heard an airplane if it was that 
close to my home.’’ 

And the lights, which flashed 
occassionally, were not situated 
as normal airplane lights, he 
claims. 

Mr. ’Turner also reported the 
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objects were moving very slowly 
across the sky, much slower than 
airplanes move. 

• “I didn’t bei.eve in flying 
saucers,” said Mrs. Turner, “but 
if there was ever a flying saucer I 
saw one. >. 

“I’m allieliever now. I’ve never 
seen anything like It,” she stated. 

Mr. Turner reported the 
strange occurrence to the 
Maryland State Police. 

“A sergeant thei« told me 
there was a wreck on Roq^e 7 that 
night, and the lights were from a 
helicopter flying from thh^ ac¬ 
cident. 

“But what I saw was four irh 
dividual vehicles,” said Mr. 
Turner. “And they were moving 
in the opposite direction from 
which the helicopter should have 
been. 

“'There is no doubt in my mind 
they were four flying saucers,” 
he claims. “'The next time I am 
going to be ready with the 
camera.” 
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Frightened five 
report seeing UFO 


"We’re not crazy!”, Mrs. Dennis 
Bickett told the Clarion Wednesday 
night, March 9. "Two of us are grown 
people, and we all saw something! Mrs. 
Bickett carefully avoided saying ''flying 
saucer" or even "UFO," and maintained 
she did not believe in either one— not 
until Wednesday night, anyway. 

The Bickett family and the Jerry 
Atwood family reside at each end of the 
John Puckett Subdivision on Highway 69. 
The Bicketts on the side nearest 
Hawesville, the Atwoods at the far end. 
Nancy Bickett, her teenage daughters, 
Kathy and Sheila and seven-year-old son, 
Dennis, along with Linda Atwood, had 
attended a ball game near Rough River 
that night. The two Bickett girls are 
cheerleaders for the Immaculate Conceo- 
tion Spartans. 

The group were returning home and 
reached the Atwood residence about 
9:15. They had heard about the fire that 
day which had endangered the Robert 
Fuller residence. They noted a bright 
light among the treetops between their 
homes and the Carl Rearden place and at 
first thought another large fire had 
broken out. As they watched, the bright 
object gained altitude and they saw a 
large, intensely bright light, surrounded 
by a number of smaller lights of lesser 
intensity. At the time, it did not occur to 
any of them to be frightened; Mrs. 
Bickett, who was driving, did not stop at 
the Atwood home or her own home but 


continued on tbe highway toward 
Hawesville. She remembers they were 
very excited and couldn’t believe what 
they were seeing. All the excitement 
could easily account for the minot 
variations in the five versions of the 
experience the witnesses told the Clarion 
reporter next day. Mrs. Bickett followed 
tl)e slow ly-moviiig object on the highway 
and as she approached the gravel 
roadway leading to the left to the Carl 
Rearden residence turned off onto this 
road. The object hail veered slowly to the 
left. At the Reaiden home, there is a 
dog-pen sonu- distance from the house in 


a grove I'l irets. All occupants of the car 
agreed the craft hovered over tile 
ilog-pen jusi above the tree-tops. By the 
lime iheir car turned off the highway, the 
small Bickett boy was near tears, begging 
his mother to turn the car around and go 
home. Thirteen-year-old Kathy Bickett’s 
reaction was different. She screamed at 
her mother and the others—"Are you all 
crazy? Going up there!”, as the vehicle 
continued toward the Reardens. 

Linda Atwood rolled the car window 
down before they reached the Rearden 
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"FIVE REPORT UFO" 
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driveway. They all reported the object 
made a noise—a soft, low-pitched sound 
which resembled the sound made by a 
child's musical top as it spins. The dogs 
literally were going crazy. 

Mrs. Bickett said they sat in the 
Kearden driveway and watched the object 
for a time. By now, they were all 
alarmed—but curiosity is stronger than 
fear—she, her son and Mrs. Atwood 
finally mustered enough courage to get 
out of the car and go to the door to rouse 
the Rearden family. 

Allan Rearden, a student at Hancock 
County High School, finally came to the 
door, and the ladies pointed out the 
object to him. Mrs. Bickett said Allan 
blurted out, at first glance: “That's a 
flying saucer!" She thought he seemed 
excited and almost pleased at the sigXj^ 
One of the others believed he was 
frightened. Allan went back inside to get 
his father, but by the time they returned, 
the craft was disappearfng toward 
Owensboro. Allan Reardon said the next 


day he did not get a really good look at it, 
but acknowledged it was different from 
anything he had ever seen before. He 
declared the women and children were 
genuinely perturbed and believed they 
had good reason. By this lime fear was 
gripping the ladies and children. Mrs. 
Bickett and one of the girls stated they 
were so scared and their knees were 
shaking so badly they could hardly walk. 
Mr. Rearden did not get outside in time 
to see much but could readily see his 
visitors were very shaken. 

The group got back in their car and 
retraced their way to the Atwood 
residence. They were still very agitated 
about their experience when Mr. Atwood 
returned home from work. At first, he 
was skeptical but could see they were still 
upset, so his attitude changed shortly. He 
did wonder aloud why the ladies had 
exposed themselves and the children to 
possible danger by following the object. 
Mrs. Atwood couldn't explain why. She 
said they seemed to be drawn to it and no 
one was scared until they got so close to it 
'W the Rearden place. 

The "machine" seemed to take the 
shape of a triangular inverted bowl, 
thicker at one end than the other. The 


larger end contained the large light from 
which sparks (as from a sparkler) 
emanated. The smaller lights ringed the 
perimeter of the craft. Mrs. Bickett said it 
appeared pentagonal (having 5 sides) to 
her. All the edges appeared smooth and 
rounded, with no sharp angles or edges 
apparent. Its sound was very soft, yet 
powerful. The group estimated its 
altitude to be around 200 feet except 
when it hovered near the treetops. Two or 
three of them estimated their distance 
from the craft at 200-300 feet. Mrs. 
Bickett said it was apparently about half 
as large as their home. 

All members of the Bickett family drew 
a picture of the object as soon as they 
reached home. The two teenage girls 
wrote an account of the events which had 
transpired. Mrs. Bickett began to write a 
story but did not finish it. She said the 
next day she hardly slept Wednesday 
night. 

Pat Januchowski, mother of one of the 
boys, called the Clarion Thursday to 
request anyone who spots a suspicious 
object in the sky to contact her. She says 
they see objects frequently at their home 
in the Patesville area and is keeping a 
diary on theirs and others sightings.

HIS FATHER questioned him about 
the UFO, and although the boys said 
he didn’t know for sure what it was, 
he believed it was a real flying sau¬ 
cer.

Sheriff's deputies 

UFO like 
reported 

“People may think I’m 
bananas,” offered a Riverside 
County sheriffs deputy after 
reporting an unidentified flying 
object early Tuesday. 

“I don’t know if it was a 
UFO or not, but there was 
something,” said deputy Jim 
Evans, who, with partner Bob 
Boytor, saw what they de¬ 
scribed as “a cigar with a light 
on each jend” at about 3:30 
a m., while they sat in their 
parked patrol car in Edgemont. 

Two California Highway 
Patrol officers and seven 
March Air Force Base security 
guards also reported seeing 
iiFO^ p hout the same time, 
^ other sightings were re¬ 
ported from Los Angeles to 
Sacramento. Descriptions var¬ 
ied in size, shape and color. 

Another person reporting a 
sighting was Ronald Cash, 34, 
a Riverside grocery clerk, who 
said he saw two bright objects 
cross the sky as he was about to 
get into his car to go to work 
at 3:30 a.m. 

He said they crossed the 
sky from west to east and had 
two long white tails behind 
them. The objects, he said, 
traveled very fast but were 
visible for perhaps half a min¬ 
ute to a minute. 

Cash said he had never 
seen anything like them. “I 
never saw any shooting stars 
like these . . . and I never 
heard of two comets side by 
side,” he declared. 

However, a scientist at 
Griffith Park Observatory said 
that what witnesses saw might 
have been a rare astronomical 
phenomenon, such as a double 
meteor. 

Dr. Edwin Krupp added that

he “didn’t want to insist” his 
explanation was correct be¬ 
cause neither he nor anyone at 
the observatory saw the ob¬ 
jects. 

The deputies said the ob¬ 
ject passed quickly through the 
sky and disappeared from view 
over Pigeon Pass. Evans said 
the lights were white. Boytor 
said he saw green lights. 

At March Air Force Base, 
security guards reported 
seeing two “diamond-shaped 
objects glowing silver with a 
blue stream trailing behind,” 
Major Brian Daly said. 

The guards, who were 
together at the base, said the 
two objects passed over quickly 
at about 3,000 feet just before 
3:30 a.m., according to Daly. 

Two Riverside area Cali¬ 
fornia Highway patrol officer^ 
also reported seeing a UFO yes¬ 
terday mom . g, according to of¬ 
ficer Dave Rogaiia. 

The Los Angeles County sher¬ 
iff’s department said deputies 
saw similar objects at five differ¬ 
ent locations during the early 
morning and had monitored civil 
defense radio reports of sightings 
as far north as Sacramento. 

Los Angeles deputy Beverly 
Celetano said the object was de¬ 
scribed as a “bright light with an 
orange tinge” and was seen by 
deputies in the Whittier Hills, the 
Firestone area, near the Long 
Beach Airport, and in Huntington 
Beach.

What’s big, bright, oval¬ 
shaped and has a long tail? 

That's what two Williston 
men, a local police officer, 
airline pilots and others in 
the Dakotas would like to 
know 

They all saw the 
unidentified flying object in 
the night sky last night or on 
radar screens. Even an 
KAA rangefinder got a fix 
on it. 

laiye Ashton and George 
Atol of Williston told police 
here they saw the UFO 
about 10:18 p.m. Monday 
night as it was heading in 
an easterly direction. 

The object of their 
visionary report was also 
corroborated by other 
citings. A Williston 
policeman on patrol filed a 
report on having seen the 
UFO,

The lady said when she 
first saw the lights she 
thought it was an emergen¬ 
cy vehicle of some sort. 
Then she remembered her 
backyard was situated so 
there was no way to see any 
lights from the street; espe¬ 
cially since a high fence 
surrounds the yard. 

The next morning she 
said she noticed the water 
in her swimming pool had 
gone down an inch for no 
apparent reason. 

She called the Times 
Monday and related her 
experience after hearing 
about a report filed by an¬ 
other UFO viewer named 
Robert Coffey.

States Air Force weather¬ 
man who called the UFO

regarding his March 13 
sighting. 

Coffey told Center offi¬ 
cials he and his family saw 
white, red and green lights 
flashing from a huge 
bell-shaped UFO. It hov¬ 
ered eight minutes near a 
high water tower then dis¬ 
appeared, he declared. 


enforcement agencies 
reported that officers in 
Bottineau, Minot and 
Garrison areas also ob¬ 
served the mysterious, 
moving light trailing across 
th e-sky.

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Hypnotist’s 
view of that 
UFO sighting 

PLEASANTON — A Pleasanton 
woman may have had a crew’s view 
from the UFO that reportedly vis¬ 
ited here MSfeh 13 at 1:50 a.m. but 
can’t remember it, according to a 
professional registered hypnotist 
whose stage name is Mr. Allen. 

The lady, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said she “sort of lost 
track of time” during the phenome¬ 
non. 

Allen is a Pleasanton resident not¬ 
ed throughout the Valley for his lec¬ 
tures on and demonstrations of 
hypnosis. He said it was typical of a 
person who has been contacted by 
UFO aliens to forget some of the 
things they saw or heard. 

“It’s part of the pattern to blank 
out part of the experience,” Allen 
said. “But it can be brought back 
with the aid of hypnosis.” 

He hopes the lady will get in touch 
with him and undergo hypnosis. He 
said he would respect her anonymi¬ 
ty. 


The woman said she was 
awakened early in the 
morning “about two weeks 
ago” by flashing red, green 
and white lights shining 
through her bedroom win¬ 
dow. 

“I felt exhausted and 
strange,’’ she s.ud. “I 
couldn’t seem to move — 
like I was hypnotized or 
something. I’m usually the 
kind of person who jumps 
right up to see what is going 
on. I thought I was imagin¬ 
ing things.” 

“Then I heard people 
talking about the lights,” 
she continued. “At first I 
thought it was my children 
but when I asked them lat¬ 
er they said they hadn’t 
heard or seen anything. My 
husband didn’t either.” 

Allen said it seems to be 
part of the phenomena for 
only one person in a family 
or group to hear or see a 
UFO at the same time. 

“And the aliens evidently 
communicate through 
thought transference,” Al¬ 
len continued. “If it wasn’t 
her neighbors she heard 
talking about the lights, it 
pould have been the aliens 
transmitting that thought 
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All that remains is a large circular area of sparsely burnt 
grass. In the center of the circle are three small holes, 
outlining a triangle of unburnt grass. 

The large ball of fire is gone. Where it came from or what 
it was, no one knows. But for two'to five minutes, the burning 
ball illuminated the night sky, disappearing as quickly and as 
mysteriously as it came 

Eyewitnesses to the bizarre event are as baffled as the 
fire officials. F^ven the most skeptical don’t have an ex¬ 
planation for the mysterious event that occurred near Fawn 
drove. Pa , on Saturda> night. 

“It was like a big ball of fire, about the size of the moon,’’ 
said Mrs. Everett Miller, an eyewitness to the event. “It just 
stood there in the air for alMUt two to five minutes. It kind of 
drifted a little, but remained level. Then it just disappeared. 
Right before my eyes. ’ 

Mrs. Miller was called to the window by her eleven-year- 
old son around 7:30Saturday night. 

According to Captain Douglas Winward of the Citizens 
Volunteer Fire Company in Fawn Grove, there was a fire on 
the property of Mr. Robert L. Brown at approximately 8:15 
the same evening. Mr. Brown’s property is about a mile or 
two from the home of Mrs. Miller. 

According to Capt. Winward, the burning ball was 
nothing more than a meteor, which landed and burned an 
area of approximately 50 square feet. But this explanation 
has been ruled out by other officials. 

The only depression left in the ground were three small 
holes, about an inch and a half deep and the same size in 
diameter. According to Robert D. Barry, director of 20th 
Century UFO Bureau, there are strong indications that a 
UFO landed on Mr. Brown’s property Saturday night. The 
UF'O then took off to wherever it came from, he believes. 

The three small holes, which were discovered by Mr. 
Barry on Sunday, are spaced about five and a half feet apart. 
They mark where the UFO may have landed. “Whatever 
caused the depression is typical of landings of UFO’s found in 
fields across the United States,” he said. 

The large ball of fire that was witnessed by ap¬ 
proximately seven persons may have been the UFO taking 
off from the ground. Reportedly, UFO’s send off sparks of 
fire as they take off from their landing site. 

Fawn Grove is also located near the Peach Bottom 
Nuclear Power Plant, and there is documentation stating 
that UFO’s hover over such areas as atomic plants, military 
air fields, naval bases, and electrical power plants, Mr. 
Barry maintains. 
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One explanation for the ball of fire was a meteor. But 
meteors reportedly only burn for 16 seconds This globe of 
fire burned for at lea.st two minutes, according to reports. 
And the ball of fire did not fall as meteors do. In fact, wit¬ 
nesses say it appeared to stand still. If moving at all, it was 
drifting on a level course, across the tree tops. Meteors also 
leave large holes in the ground. There was no such 
depression left after the fire. 

Another explanation was that perhaps someone threw a 
flammable object in the air. Capt Winward said he has ruled 
out such a device. 

The other viable explanation to the mysterious 
occurrence was that someone threw a burning object out of 
an airplane But Mrs. Miller said she heard no airplane that 
night. There have been no other reports of an airplane flying 
overhead. 

A Geiger counter has not yet been used to measure the 
radioactivity. If there was a UFO, it is assumed there may be 
some radioactivity. Nor were any of the local or state police 
notified of the event. 

The only certainty in the strange occurrence is that 
whatever or whoever caused the burning ball of fire is gone. 
And the only evidence remaining are the three small holes, 
surrounded by a burnt patch of ground.

Casey woman fears ^creatures’ 
might want her to keep quiet

On January 8,1976, they were just 
three typical Casey County house¬ 
wives. 

The next day they claim 
“creatures” of unknown origin took 
them aboard an unidentified flying 
object (UFO) near Stanford. 

Today they are national celebri¬ 
ties whose lives haven’t been the 
same since the night of January 9. 

Louise Smith, 44, Mona Stafford, 
36, and Elaine Thomas, 49, have 
told their story of the "night of 
terror” to local, state, and national 
news media. 

The Casey County News was 
among the first to carry an 
interview with one of the women, as 
Mona Stafford gave us her account 
of the events of January 9 soon after 
the alledged incident. 

The women also appeared on at 
least two Kentucky TV stations and 
later told their story to the 
“National Enquirer.” 

During the past year several calls 
have come to the News office from 
other media seeking information 
about the women and their alledged 
experiences. 

One recent call came from a 
Dallas, Texas, radio station. One 
man, who said he was from Maine, 
detoured 200 miles off his planned 
route of travel to come to Liberty 
and inquire about the women. 

As publicity and interest in the 
incident continued to grow, the 
women agreed to take lie detector 
tests and to tell their stories under 
hypnosis. 

UNDER HYPNOSIS 

Dr. Leo Sprinkle, director of 
counseling and testing at the 
University of Wyoming, put the 
three under hypnosis to learn tha^ 
what happened to them after they 
saw the UFO. 

Events leading up to the sighting 
of the UFO have been told before, 
but perhaps they should briefly be 
told again for those who haven’t 
heard them and to refreshen the 
memories of those who have. 

The three women had been 
friends for years because of a 
common interest in painting. They 
are alt skilled artists and often got 
together to admire each others’ 
work. 

Their reason for being together 
on January 9 was to celebrate 
Mona’s 35th birthday. 

Louise and Elaine wanted to do 
something nice for their friend so a 
decision was made to treat her to a 
late meal at the Redwood 
Restaurant. 

The Redwood is located just south 
of Lancaster on U.S. 27, approxi¬ 
mately 35 miles from Liberty via 
Highways 127 and Ky. 78 out of 
Hustonville. 

Louise was familiar with the 
truckstop-type restaurant. Elaine 
said she had never been there 
before and she didn’t think Mona 
had either. 


After leaving the restaurant, the 
three were traveling toward 
Hustonville on Highway 78 when 
they say they saw an object in the 
sky. The object seemed to be in 
control of the car, which was being 
driven by Louise. 

COULDN’T HOLD CAR 

“I couldn’t hold the car on the 
road,” Mrs. Smith said. She 
claimed the speedometer showed 85 
MPH and her companions were 
screaming for her to slow down. 
“My foot wasn’t even on the gas 
pedal,” Mrs. Smith said. 

The women said they experienced 
severe pain in the tops of their 
heads and after the car filled with 
“a hazy-like air, sort of like a fog,” 
they lost consciousness. 

liiey said they awoke about 75 
minutes later eight miles away, 
seated in the same positions in the 
car as they had been earlier. 

They couldn’t remember what 
took place during the missing time. 

This is where Dr. Sprinkle comes 
into the picture. It was his goal to 
put the women under hypnosis and 
hopefully find out what happened 
to them from the time they claimed 
to have lost consciousness until the 
time they found themselves eight 
miles further down the road. 

Under hypnosis. Sprinkle re¬ 
ported, the women told an eerie 
story. 

“^mething was over my face,” 
Mrs. Smith said. “It was so hot in 
there I could hardly breathe. I was 
restrained on a table. The pain was 
so bad. They poured something 
over me and when they pulled it off, 
it came away like tape, like they 
were making a mold of me,” she 
continued. 

“Then I saw one of them. It was 
about four-feet tall and wearing a 
hooded thing. All I could see was its 
eyes. They were bigger than human 
eyes and slanted. 

“They were so piercing. It never 
said a word, but somehow when it 
looked at me, I knew everything it 
wanted me to do,” Mrs. Smith said. 

Mrs. Stafford said it felt like they 
were pulling her eyes out. 

“I was on a white table as big as a 
bed,” Mrs. Stafford said. “I 
couldn’t move, but nobody was 
holding me down. It was some sort 
of power doing it, a big crystall with 
lightning coming out of it.” 

Elaine Thomas said she was put 
in a chamber. “I fit there 
perfectly-couldn’t move a finger. 
There was something wet on my 
face and something pressing into 
my chest... 

“I could see them. They floated in 
the air around me. I could tell they 
didn’t want me to talk. I could 
understand their thought waves,” 
she continued. 

FRESH BURN MARKS 

When they regained conscious¬ 
ness after the incident, the wonfien 
said each of them had a fresh 


burn-like mark on their necks, each 
about three inches long. 

Mrs. Stafford said she had acute 
pain in both eyes and a new blister 
under one of her rings. 

After their sessions with the 
clinical psychologist, the women 
were given lie detector tests by 
Detective James Young of the 
Lexington Police Department. 
Young said his report found “no 
indications of deception.” 

Perhaps the “high-point” con¬ 
cerning publicity of the incident 
came late last month when the 
women were invited to appear on 
national television. 

A secretary for the producer of 
NBC TV’s “Tomorrow” program 
called the women at their Casey 
County homes and said NBC would 
pay their expenses if they would 
come to New York City and appear 
on the program. 

APPEARED ON TV 

Louise Smith and Elaine Hiomas 
accepted the invitation. Louise, 
however, was the only one to 
appear on the air. The program was 
aired in Liberty last Wednesday at 1 
a.m. 

The women were back in Liberty 
Friday and Elaine Thomas gave 
her views on the UFO experience 
and the resulting publicity in an 
exclusive interview at the Casey 
News office. 

Mrs. Thomas is a tall thin 
woman. She had on sunglasses and 
was wearing a rather “mod” blue 
pant suit. 

She describes herself as “the 
quietest” of the three women and 
her answers to questions come 
slowly. 

She and her husband, Otis O. 
Thomas, live on Dry Ridge. He is a 
part-time employee of King and 
Lane Service Station on the Liberty 
By-pass. 

Elaine says she didn’t appear 
on the TV program because of a 
fear that “THEY” didn’t want her 
to talk. 

She said that Louise, while under 
hypnosis, had made a promise to 
“THEM” that she wouldn’t talk 
about the incident. 

“I thought about what Louise had 
promised and I guess that’s why I 
didn’t want to go on TV,” Elaine 
said. “I watched from the studio 
while Lou was talking on TV and I 
thought she might be doing wrong. I 
was so afraid something might 
happen to the plane on the waj 
home because she had talked.”

Astronomers Ask 


New Investigation 
Of UFO Sightings 

STANFORD, Cal. (AP) — Unidentified flying objects — 
long an inspiration to science fiction writers, but never proved 
to exist — deserve further scientific study, according to 80 
per cent of 1,356 astronomers replying to a questionnaire. 

In a survey mailed to 2,611 members of the American As¬ 
tronomical Society, positive responses to the question of 
whether the phenomenon merited further inquiry ranged from 
“certainly” to “probably” or “possibly.” 

Sixty-two persons said they bad 


seen or had made instrument re¬ 
cordings of events they couldn’t 
identify, but which they thought 
might be related to the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon. 

The questionnaire was con¬ 
ducted by FTofessor Peter A. 
Sturrock, an astrophysicist and 
member of Stanford University’s 
Applied Physics Department. 

None Has Answers 

None of those responding had 
“answers concerning the UFO 
problem,” Sturrock said. Eighty 
per cent said they would be will¬ 
ing to help solve the problem if 
they could see some way of doing 
it. Some 13 per cent offered par¬ 
tial ideas of how to tackle it, be 
added. 

One respondent told of seeing, 
about 5 p.m. one day in Florida, a' 
UFO that “had a bright aluminum 
hue and the familiar [disc] 
shape.” When approached, it 
faded from sight leaving a thin 
cloud layer at about 1,000 feet al¬ 
titude, be said. The object bad 
seemed “solid and sharply out¬ 
lined, apparently reflecting.” 

Two astronomers reported 
events which seemed to involve 
electromagnetic effects, Sturrock 
said. In one, the headlights of two 
automobiles went out simultane¬ 
ously. In the other, an automobile 
engine stalled unexpectedly when 


the driver approached what 
seemed to be a large silver-gray 
object 60 or more feet in diame¬ 
ter, the writer said. 

UFO’s have been in and out of 
the news for some 30 years, with 
many reports of sightings coming 
in bunches. One opinion is that 
they might be spacecraft or “fly¬ 
ing saucers” from elsewhere in 
the universe. 

In 1969 a federally funded 
study headed by the late Dr. Ed¬ 
ward U. Condon concluded there 
was nothing real or significant in 
the phenomenon. The Air Force 
subsequently closed down its 
years-long Project Blue Book, 
keeping records of UFO sightings. 

Sturrock himself said, “Con¬ 
don’s conclusions were expressed 
cautiously but were clearly nega¬ 
tive • • *. Subsequent * • • study 
of the report brings to light seri¬ 
ous discrepancies between Con¬ 
don’s assessment and those of his 
staff.” 

One astronomer wrote that “It 
will indeed be fortunate if an in¬ 
creasing number of our scientifi¬ 
cally trained people will admit 
that there exists a fascinating and 
as yet unexplained phenomenon 
worthy of careful investigation.” 

Another declared, “I object to

Seven March Air Force 
Base airmen, two Los Angel¬ 
es County Sheriffs helicopter 
crewmen and two California 
Highway Patrolmen were 
among those who saw the pair 
of bright objects traveling 
across the sl^ early Tuesday 
morning at high sp^s. 

Maj. Brian Daly, informa¬ 
tion officer at March Air 
Force Base, said the Air 
Force would not investigate 
the matter because “the Air 
Force is no longer in the UFO 
investigating business.” 

The Air Force ceased in¬ 
vestigating UFOs in 1969 
when it published the results 
of a 21-year study and con- 
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eluded that UFOs were not a 
threat to national security, 
did not represent technolog¬ 
ical developments beyond the 
range of present-day scien¬ 
tific knowledge and did not 
likely come from outer space. 

A scientist at Griffith Park 
Observatory speculated that 
what witnesses saw might 
have been a rare 
astronomical phenomenon, 
such as a double meteor. 

Dr. Edwin Krupp added, 
however, that he “didn’t want 
to insist” his explanation was 
correct because neither he 
nor anyone at the observatory 
saw the objects. 

An Air Force spokesman 
said the objects did not ap¬ 
pear on any radar screens. 

Other law enforcement 
agencies in the county are not 
equipped to investigate UFO 
sightings.

Gilbert, Jr. saw it - several times 
in fact - but he can’t tell you what 
it was. And he's not the only one. 

Officers from several Tennessee 
counties reported seeing a round 
glowing object in the sky early 
Tuesday. The unidentified flying 
object (UFO) traveled from near 
Rockwood in Roane County, 
headed, apparently, toward Sevier 
County and Jefferson County. 

Gilbert said he first spottei;! the 
object when he was parked at 
Lakeside Grocery on Highway 66. 
He said he didn’t think much about 
it at the time. It was “real low,” he 
said, and had a constant red light. 

Gilbert said he thought so little of

Rogers, a gate guard at the Beach Road 
guard house who works the midnight to 8 
a.m. shift, saw some flying objects early 
Tuesday morning. 

He described them as two diamond 
shaped objects that were bright white, and 
traveling at a high rate of speed over Dana 
Point when he spotted them from the 
guard shack around 12:40 a.m. Tuesday 
morning. 

The qieed at which the objects were 
traveling was so great that he didn’t think 
that they were jets. He’s seen many planes 
flying tiu'ough the area at night since he 
took the job as gate guard 21 months ago. 

“I thought they were UFOs but I wasn’t 
going to say until someone else reported 
them,” Rogers said, after he contacted the 
Sun-Post Wednesday. 

Law enforcement officers and residents 
of Laguna Beach reported seeing UFOs 
traveling west early Tuesday morning. A 


variety of sightings were reported from as 
far away as March Air Force Base in 
Riverside. Some witnesses saw two UFOs 
travel over Laguna Beach towards Catlina 
Island around 3:15 a.m. Another Laguna 
Beach officer reported seeing two objects 
traveling east the same night. 

Rogers, who lives at 262 West Marquita, 
claims they were UFOs because he had 
seen something similar while stationed in 
Japan in 1960. Then, the entire detachment 
of Marines he was with watched two white 
di.As cavort in the sky near them. 

He described the Dana Point duo as 
being diamond shaped, and flying in 
formation, one right behind the other, and 
glowing with white light. 

What caught Roger’s eyes was the speed 
of the two objects. He saw them approach 
from the west, from where he stood inside 
of the guard shack, and when he stepped 
outside, noticed that they weren’t making 
a sound in their high speed passage. 

He estimated their approximate size as 
equivalent to the space taken up by one 
inch of a ruler when held at arms len^. 


2 UFOs 
spotted by 
A.F. pilots 

FONTANA — Two diamond-shaped 
objects, listed as unidentified flying 
objects, were spotted this morning by 
seven March Air Force Base airmen, a 
spokesman for March AFB said today. 

The airman said the UFOs seen were 
gold and silver diamond-shaped objects 
leaving a blue stream behind them. The 
objects were in view for 15 seconds and 
then disappeared. 

The airmen were flying a patrol at 
about 3,000 feet when they spotted the 
UFOs traveling from south to north at 
high speeds at 3:28 a.m. 

The Air Force will not follow up its 
sighting since it terminated its study of 
UFOs in 1969 and no longer investigates 
such reports. However, the March AFB 
spokesman said this is the first UFO 
that has been reported to him since he 
began working at the base nearly a 
year ago. 

The spokesman said he knew of no 
individual spottings of the object from 
the ground, but he said at least six 
inquiries from the media were made. A 
Norton Air Force Base spokeswoman 
had no information in the sightings, but 
reported she had received inquiries 
from four radio stations and six news¬ 
papers from as far away as Los 
Angeles.

Saturday night it again made its a|> 
pearance, this time following the pickup 
truck which Mrs Barney Strand, Jr. and 
her daughter. Sindy, were driving from 
Regan to their farm home in Canfielcf 
Township Both Sindy. an eighth grader 
at the Regan School, and Mrs. Strand 
were badly shaken by the experience 

When they first noticed the mysterious 
light, it was west of the Wayne Falken- 
stein farm near Regan, but it soon moved 
to the rear of their truck and followed 
them closely all the way to their farm 
Mrs. Strand describes it as looking much 
like a farm yard light-“about that siz? 
and of that brightness.” she says. It 
hovered behind and above the pickup, a 
little higher, than the power line that 
parallels the road 

Sindy, who was at the wheel, became 
so alarmed that her m 9 ther had to 
caution her to be careful in her driving. 
They thought perhaps they would lose it 
when they made the turn into their farm, 
but the light turned when they did and 
followed them right into the yeard. 

“I, told Sindy that when we got home, 
she was to get out of the car and into the 
house as fast as she could.” Mrs. Strand 
says. “We botli ran in, but we didn’t turn 
any lights on” 

The light hovered over some trees at 
the west side of the house for a time, 

(hiring which period Mrs Strand ob- 
s<'r\ed it through bln'KTulars She 
describes it as appearing to be a clear 
yellow light to the naked eye. but that 
through the glasses it showed some 
shimmering orange hues. “It seemed to 
be tw irling slow ly as I looked.” she says. 


"but maybe it was the changing colors 
that made it look that wav” 

As she and Sindy watched, the light 
began slowly to move away, getting 
smaller and smaller, and finally disap¬ 
pearing altogether “F’or awhile I could 
see it through the glasses after Sindy 
couldn’t see it any more." Mrs. Strand 
explains, "but then I Idst it, too” , 

Mrs Strand says that she has always 
been a bit skeptical when she has heard 
accounts of the "light that follows”, but 
now she knexvs that the stories are true 
“We were driving about 50 miles an 
hour,” she says, “and it kept right up 
with us all the way” Then she adds, “I 
don't know what it was, but I can tell you 
It was realiv frightening” 

Her story is much the same as that of 
'others who have been pursued by the 
light, though some say that it came 
beside their vehicle, almost at the level of 
the car top They all say that, no matter 
what their speed, the light easily kept 
pace with them 

There are all sorts of theories as to 
what it is, but so far no one really knows 
Some suspect some sort of practical joke 
whereby a light is'beamed from another 
caror'froma fixed location. Others think 
it is produced by an electronic device. It 
has been theorized that atmospheric 
conditions cause reflections or light 
conditions to produce the effect. And of 
course there are staunch supporters of 
the UFO theory ^ 

Whatever it is. the light seems to have 
no nefarious purpose other than nearly 
frightening people to death, but its mere 
appearance does a pretty go<xi job of that. 
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Young Sabetha Men 
Oaim UFO Sighting

Two Sabetha men first hesitated to 
release the story of their UFO sighting. 
"People will say we were drinking,” 
Darrell Schuette said, “besides Gary saw 
it first. “At the time, I hadn’t been 
drinking,” Gary Hartter stated firmly. 

The incident occurred Wednesday 
night around 8:30 p.m. when Gary was 
driving home from a visit with reUtives 
near Fairview. He was on old Highway 
36, heading west when be saw a bright 
light approximately 300 feet high to his 
right. The light was steady, unmoving, 
and as the road turned, it always stayed 
approximately a half mile from him. It 
abruptly moved, skimming over Sabetha 
in a time estimated by Gary to be five 
seconds, at a lower altitude while passing 
the town. It then returned to its original 
position of 300 feet, again totally 
stationary—not hovering as a plane would 
have done. 

Upon reaching his home, Cary called 
Darrell, asking him to locA at it. At first 
Darrell thought it was a star then when it 
moved again, this time slowly, to a point 
approximately another half mile west, he 
realized it was neither star nor barnyard 
light, nor a plane. What it was remains 
simply an unidentified flying object. 

Asked again if he had imbibed, Gary 
said feelingly, “Not until later!” 
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UFO sightings reported 


Two UFO sightings were reported 
in Catahoula Parish just a day apart, 
Thursday and Friday nights of last 
week, causing some excitement in 
the area as residents of Jonesville 
and the surrounding area once again 
searched for identifying signs. 

The Friday night sighting was 
reported by Mrs. Joe Reed of Jones¬ 
ville who saw “a red object with 
blinking lights” hover over the an- 
tenae of the house next to her about 9 
p.m. The Reeds live on the corner of 
Third and Nasif Streets. 

Mrs. Reed said she was adjusting 
the curtains on the bathroom window 
when she saw the light. 

“The thing was red, something like 
the red plastic covering when the 
brake lights of a car are on....and it 
had yellow lights which kept blink¬ 
ing,” Mrs. Reed explained. 

Members of Mrs. Reed’s family 
will testify that she is not one to easily 
excite, in fact she will also tell you. 
“It did shock me. I tried to call my 


husband to see it but he was asleep,” 
she said. 

She said the oval shaped object 
“quivered at times like a bird hover¬ 
ing over an object. It was almost the 
size of a car.” 

“Then it went gliding off so pretty 
and went down somewhere a couple 
of houses away, somewhere around 
the nursing home,” she said. “It 
couldn’t have gone far. I kept watch¬ 
ing as it came back up from the same 
spot and all of a sudden it was right 
over the eaves of my house...that’s 
when I heard a hissing sound. It went 
back off in the same direction as 
before and disappeared again in the 
same place.” 

Joe Reed recalls seeing “bouncing 
lights” from time to time at Larto for 
a number of years. “Sometimes the 
lights would skip around,” he said. 

“Someone said these might be 
some type of gas balls...it could 
be...but I don’t know what it was or 
what caused it.” Reed said. 

The Catahoula Sheriff’s Depart¬ 


ment, State Police and private pilots 
searched an area south of Jonesville 
Thursday and Friday after a report 
was received an airplane or other 
object had fallen near the Albritton 
Plantation. 

Sheriff T.L. “Sonny” Jackson said 
his office received a call around 7:30 
p.m. from “Bud” Ivy that he has seen 
what he thought was an airplane go 
down in the area, and saw a light for a 
short while. 

“We called in the State Police to 
help us and made a ground search of 
the area, as well as an aerial 
search,” he said. “We couldn’t locate 
anything Thursday and began an¬ 
other search Friday morning.”

UFO seen over lake 

Rtfp(5rts"of mysterious unidentified fly¬ 
ing object hovering over Lake Michigan 
have been filtering into the Michigan State 
Police post in Manislique. 

Stale Police say that Craig Gogola of 
Manistique filed a report with the post 
slating that he had witnessed a U.F.O. 
over Lake Michigan Sunday night, Feb. 13. 

Gogola said that the object hovered in 
the sky for a period of time and that it 
apparently had flashing lights. 

City police officers David Peterson and 
Don Brock also indicated that they had 
seen the object on previous nights, also 
over Lake Michigan. 

Other state police officers said that they, 
too, had witnessed the hovering object 
while on night patrol. 

The object was sighted by Gogola at 11 
p.m. Sunday night. Gogola said that he 
watched the object for about an hour 
before going to bed. 

State Police theroize that it could be a 
light reflected off of one of the satelites in 


“Flying saucers” should not remain unresolved 
mysteries, according to trained observers of the 
skies. 

A survey of 1,356 members of the American 
Astronomical Society (AAS) conducted by Peter 
Sturrock, a Stanford University astrophysicist 
arxd professor of applied physics, showed that 
most felt Unidentified Flying Objects (UFO’s) 
deserved more study. 

Of the AAS members replying to the 
questionnaire, 80 percent felt the UFO problem 
either “certainly,” “probably,” or “possibly” 
deserves scientific study. Only 20 percent thought 
it was “probably not” or “certainly not” worth 
further investigation. 

“Scientists gave thoughts and views but not 
answers concerning the UFO problem,” Sturrock 
concluded in a recently-published report. 

Among those who replied, 62 had witnessed or 
obtained an instrumental record of an event which 
they could not identify and which they thought 
might be related to the UFO phenomenon. 

Sturrock’s report included many accounts of 
possible UFO sightings, both explained and 
unexplained. 

Skeptics among Sturrock’s respondents were 
outspoken. “I object to being quizzed about this 
obvious nonsense,” one person answered.

UFO skepticism 

UFO fever is rampant again and it is un¬ 
fortunate the most common reaction to a report 
of a sighting is skepticism, laced with laughter at 
the fool who said he saw something up there. 

Increased reports of sightings, particularly by 
reputable persons and agencies, can not and 
shoul(f not be disregarded any longer by the 
government. 

UFOs have been navigating through the skies 
over eastern Pennsylvania for at least 25 years 
and reports of sightings all over the United 
States have been recorded. Hundreds of books 
and articles on the subject have been published, 
some including photos of the strange objects. 
Astronauts have reported seeing unidentified 
vehicles while in space and literally thousands 
of sightings have been reported by in¬ 
dividuals, and yet, we are offered no better ex¬ 
planation than it might have been a weather 
balloon or swamp gas. 

It's time the classified information held by 
government agencies concerning UFOs is 
released to the public. Why are we considered 
mindless children who would panic if we knew 
the truth? 

Members of three local police departments ob¬ 
served a UFO Tuesday^ njght and accounts of 
sittings early last week have been filed, but the 
reports will probably go uncharted and forgot¬ 
ten. 

Are there such things as flying saucers? Are 
the UFOs chariots of the gods biding their time to 
revisit our earth, or are they merely space 
stations sent into orbit by another country to ob- 
' serve us? 

’ Perhaps it is true that we would be frightened 
to leorn the truth, but no more than we are when 
we spy a brilliantly-lit vehicle of a design we've 
never before seen, sailing through winter's night 
sky not knowing who's in the driver's seat.

U.F.O. sighted 

Yesterday afternoon, Bob 
Dunnweber reported to the 
Sheriff’s Department that he 
and John Eberhardt had seen a 
white object hovering over 
Boise Cascade between 12:30 
and 1 p.m. 

Dunnweber first saw the 
object from 11th Ave. as he was 
driving home. He said that it 
hovered over the mill for ap¬ 
proximately five minutes.

It's . . .Venus

It’s very likely that the UFO 
Thomas Kluzak saw Wednesday night 
was a well-known flying object called 
the planet Venus. 

Kluzak’s story of how an amber 
light in the western sky followed him 
from the American Crystal Sugar Co. 
in East Grand Forks where he works 
to his home in Angus, Minn., sounds 
suspiciously like a sighting of the 
planet described in Webster’s Dic¬ 
tionary as “the most brilliant planet 
in the solar system.” 

Venus is “very, very bright” this 
time of year, says Seshagiri Rao, an 
associate professor of physics at the 
University of North Dakota who also 
knows a lot of about stars And, he 
adds, Venus sets (or disappears) 
about 9:30 p.m., the approkimgte 
time Kluzak says he lost si^t of 
whatever it was. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica says 
this about the planet named for the 
mythical Roman goddess of love and 
beauty: 

“The atmosphere ofVenus is ap¬ 
parently heavily cloud-laden, and, 
since the intensity of the solar radia¬ 
tion is almost exactly twice what it is 
at the earth’s distance (from the 
sun), the planet shines witha daMling 
luster. When suitably situated thr 
planet is easily visible at noonds^ 
with the naked eye, and after dark .t 
readily casts a shadow.” 

But, despite considerable evidence 
that he was looking at Venus, Kluzak 
is sure he was looking at something 
else, though he doesn’t have the 
slightest idea what. 

“I don’t know what it was,” he 
says. “I seen it when I started out on 
(highway) 220. I thought it looked like 
an airplane at first, but it was too 
bright. As I was going north all the 
time it kept on with me.” 

But. when he turnedeast, Kluzak 
says, he lost sight of the amber globe. 
When he headed west again he was 
“looking straight at it.” 

When he got home, Kluzak and his 
wife went outside to watch the light 
that was “right over the bam,” ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Kluzak. Around 9 
p.m. the light began to fade. 

“It went kinda higher and farther 
west and it got smaller and smaller,” 
Kluzak says. “It wasn’t no star. Stars 
are just sitting there. This was glar¬ 
ing out, like there was a light coming 
out of it. 

“I tried to listen for an airplane or 
something but I didn't hear no noise 
at all " 

Kluzak called the Polk County 
Sheriff’s office which sent two 
deputies scurrying around for infor¬ 
mation. 

“All they saw was a star, ” says Don 
Fall, a dispatcher in the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice. “A bright star, that’s all. When 1 
went home I saw it myself.” 

Grand Forks Air Force Base per¬ 
sonnel said its planes in the air at the 
time reported no unusual sightings. 

Most of the facts indicate the 
amber light in the western sky was 
Venus showing off, but Thomas 
Kluzak remains convinced that “it 
I as something besides a star.” 
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UFO Spotting Focuses 
CO HE.A ^ On Deputy Creel

When Madison County Sheriff’s Deputy Kenneth Creel 
left on a routine patrol drive last Thursday evening, he 
didn’t expect to find his attention completely focus^ on 
an Unidentified Flying Object (UFO). 

Since he reported the incident to the Mississippi High¬ 
way Patrol that evening lastweekhowever, Creel has now 
found even more national attention focused on himself. 

“I know I’m not crazy.. I’ve always said I didn’t believe 
in this stuff,” said Creel. “I don’t know what I saw, but I 
know I saw something . . It’s just hard to describe what 
happened.” 

Deputy Creel first saw the object while driving down the 
Smith School Road four miles west of Flora, near the 
county line. He was with Constable James 

Luke at the time. 

“It looked like an evening star or something,” said 
Creel, “but it kept getting brighter and bigger.” 

Then, when the shape of the object began to form. Creel 
said he contacted the Mississippi Highway Patrol with his 
car radio equipment. 

“I kind of thought it was an airplane flying low, or like it 
could have been.” 

But when the strange object came within “about 200 
yards” of his car—“out across the field”—then. Creel 
said, “I stopped and cut my engine and my lights to 
listen.” 

What he heard was a whirring noise—“like a blender . . 
Like it was straining, when you first put ice in it”—and 
then the UFO started coming closer. 

“The thing came right over the car,” said Creel. “It 
came right to us, like it was being piloted.” 

How “the thing” got there is another question, because 
Creel says he could not tell if anything or anyone was 
inside. 

“The thing just hoovered over us, about 20 or 30 feet up, 
for more than a minute,” said Creel, who at this time was 
looking straight up, from his patrol car window. 

“I didn’t get out, I wouldn’t.” 


According to Deputy Creel, there was little way to tell 
much about the craft. “There was light coming out from 
little windows,” he said. And the light apparently changed 
colors several times, from soft blue to red to green and 
other colors. 

The UFO was reportedly about 30 to 40 feet in diameter, 
and perfectly round. “It didn’t spin or anything. It just 
hoovered around there.” 

After about a minute. Creel began backing up his patrol 
car “about 100 yards, to a place where I could turn 
around.” 

By this time, however. Highway Patrolman Louis 
Younger drove up in his patrol car within a short distance 
of the UFO, and reported seeing the same object—with the 
same description Creel had given. 

“Then the thing just picked up and took off, north west, 
toward Satartia.” 

An unidentified object of the same general description 
was reported the same evening by other Flora residents, 
and Deputy Charles Bowering and Highway Patrolman 
Joe Chandler and others said they saw lights from an 
unidentified craft “from a distance.” 

Since the sighting last week, Oeel has tried to play 
down the incident. 

There have been no more reports, but dozens of 
inquiries have come to Creel and the Sheriff’s Department 
for further investigation. 

Some are “real cranks,” according to one department 
official. 

Others, apparently are more serious investigators. 

But as far as Creel is concerned, he would rather not 
have the attention. “If I had known how much trouble it 
was going to cause, I wouldn’t have reported the thing in 
the first place,” he said from the Sheriff’s Office last 
Friday. 

And moments later the telephone rang. It was another 
radio station wanting to talk to Deputy Kenneth Creel.

“The majority of the 
people around here have 
seen it, but don’t pay it no 
Tiind,” said one area resi- 
lent. 

Added interest in the 
ights has been spurred re¬ 
cently by the activities of a 
'olklore class at the Jones 
County Extension of Lenoir 
Community College. 

Under the direction of 
Mrs. Rena Henderson, the 
group has interviewed eye 
witnesses and held discus¬ 
sions in an effort to record 
the colorful tales associat¬ 
ed with the sightings, if not 
an explanation. 

At one gathering, a field 
investigator for the 
Northwestern University 
Center for Studies of Un¬ 
identified Flying Objects 
(UFO) advised area resi¬ 
dents to attempt communi¬ 
cation by flashing lights. 

While the color and loca¬ 
tion of the lights are gener¬ 
ally the same, descriptions 
of size have ranged from 
that of a basketball to a 
house. As many as nine 
lights arranged in triangles 
have been reported. 

Witnesses said the lights 
are elusive, but at least one 
man insists that he was 
chased out of the forest 
while riding his motorcy¬ 
cle. 

“We were scared,” Rob¬ 
ert Allen Ives, 25, told the 
folklore class. “I’ve seen it 
since — reddish, orange, 
hovering close as a hundred 
yards and big as a house. 
Every time I see it I get 
chills ” 


Oldtimers call the lights 
big bugs because they be¬ 
lieved they were insects 
similar to lightning bugs. 
Others suggest the lights 
are formed by “swamp 
gas” from the dense forest 
or by lights from passing 
aircraft. 

But for every explana¬ 
tion there is a skeptic. The 


people who have.been close 
say the lights do not look 
like insects and others say 
the bouncing movement is 
not characteristic of a gas. 

Mrs. Zeta Andrews is 
convinced that what she 
saw a few months ago was 
not a light from a jet or an 
airplane. “We didn’t hear 
any motors,” she 


explained. 

George Koonce, who said 
he has often seen a light on 
Thursday evenings during 
the summer months, sup¬ 
ports the gas theory. “It 
ain't no spook.” 

He jokingly suggests that 
the glow was from “Ru¬ 
dolph the Reindeer.” 


UFO: Eerie glow 

at night

Barbara Rhoades vividly recalls the night the mysteri¬ 
ous glow first appeared 

Something disturbed her dogs that Feb. 3 evening and 
she went outside her Belews Lake home to quiet them. 

There was a full moon and a touch of eerieness in the 
air 

Then she saw it... 

.. An orange-red light glowing In the distance, out be¬ 
yond the lake, near Sauratown Mountain. 

“It startled me at first, to be perfectly honest,” she 
recalls. 

Mrs. Rhoades and her husband, Robert, would proba¬ 
bly have dismissed the glow had it not persisted, reappear¬ 
ing night after night between 8 p.m. and 10 p.m., prodding 
their curiosity, perhaps even frightening them a Uttle. 

Hesitantly, Barbara Rhoades tdephoned The Record 
early this week to see If there had been any other reports of 
the light 'There were none. 

The Record put Mrs. Rhoades in contact with Richard 
Austin, a microwave technician with Southern Bell who Is 
founder of the Tar Heel UFO Study Group, part of the na¬ 
tional UFO Mutual Reporting Network. 

The Tar Heel group, 25 members strong, explores and 
attempts to find rational explanations for strange atmos¬ 
pheric phenomena. Usually they are successful; the answers 
are easy to find for those who know where to look. 

Barbara Rhoades’ mysterious ^ow was not one of the 
easy ones. 

Tuesday night Austin and two other members of the 
study group, Nwe Bell, an Industrial engineer with Wntem 
Electric, and Ray Ryan, a retired WE engineer, vrisltafl the 
Rhoades home hopl^ to see the strange glow. 

They were not disappointed. 

After the first sighting by the trio, Austin described 
the object as bdng orange-red and eUlpdcally shaped, 
like an egg. 

He estirruted It was located near the Meadows 
community, about 18 miles north of Winston-Salem, 
near the Intersection of Highway 8 and State Road 1935. 

“’The intensity of the light kept changing,” he said 
afte that sighting. “We couldn’t tdl if it was arowing 
brighter and dimmer or if it was moving away mm us 
across the horizcn, which would give you the same 
effect.” 

Wednesday night Austin, Bdl and Ryan stationed 
themselves at various locations near Sauratown Moun¬ 
tain, hoping to get a more accurate fix on the light’s 
location if it appeared again. 

It did — W as before was only visible from the 
Rhoades home. Elarly Thursday morning Austin and 
Bell were making plans to revisit the area ms weekend, 
still seeking an answer. 


“This is the first cue I have personally witnessed 
that I couldn’t inunediatelv Identify u a star, plmet, 
satdlite or some other readily explainable phenomena,” 
Bell said Thursday morning. 

He was excited about the search. 

But, it now appears, the riddle has been solved. 

Bell and Austo say the one consistent feature of 
the glow was its appearance at roughly the same time 
each night, hoveruig in an area between Sauratown 
Mountain and Southern Bell’s microwave station near 
Meadows. 

Late ’Thursday morning Bdl, playing a hunch, drew 

a line on a map extoidlng from the Rhoades’ home 
through the area where the light had been sighted, on 
out toward Pilot Mountain. 

He then contacted the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion to see whether any jet aircraft flew regularly be¬ 
tween Sauratown and raot mountains. 

Bdl discovered that aircraft use the area as a flight 
coiridor — and, most importantly, it is precisely in this 
area where some flights change their headings to fly 
west in response to flight controllers. 

“It appears that from where Barbara Rhoades was 
standing, she could look right up the exhaust pipe of 
a jet,” Bell said. “Her line of sight goes right out to 
the area where the planes turn.” 

According to Austin, the planes — easily more than 
20 miles from the Rhoades home — are too far away for 
the Rhoadeses to see an aircraft’s running lights. 

“She was looking at the exhaust,” Austin said. “It 
all fits. The color of a Jet exhaust is Just exactly what 
we saw, an orange-red glow.” 

This explanation also would account for the lights 
appearing suddenly and then maintaining position for 

a long period. 

Bell said his hunch that the lights were really air¬ 
craft was based on several factors. 

“First,” he said, “I knew the Air Force was run¬ 
ning radar penetration exercises in this region. In fact, 
we’ve had another report of a sighting we credit to this. 

“Second,” he continued, “the color of the light was 
Just right. 

‘“rhen you had the way the light would suddenly 
appear and then drift slightiy to the left and right be¬ 
fore dimming out,” he said. 

“All this seemed to match up with the way a plane 
would behave.” 

Bell is planning to correlate flight times and days 
with sightings made by the Rhoadeses to confirm his 
theory beyond a doubt. 

“I think this shows a lot of these UFO sightings can 
be explained when we have enough information,” he 
said. “A lot of us are convinced of the existence of 
UFCk, but we approach these investigations as scientifi¬ 
cally and thoroi^hly as we can.” 
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Area residents report 
flaming light in sky 

Around 10:15 p m. Friday, residents of Barren, Mart, Ed¬ 
monson and Grayson counties reported seeing some sort of 
explosion in the sky. Three state police units in Barren and 
Edmonson counties also observed what appeared to be a mid-air 
explosion and some citizens reported chunks of falling debris. In 
Grayson County, there were reports of a round, glowing object 
hovering low in the sky. 

Now, traditionally, winter is not UFO season. Come summer 
and fall, however, the reports of unidentified flying objects fall 
hard and fast on the ears of overworked policemen and, yes, 
overworked newsmen. 

This year, though, UFO season has set in early. The Bowling 
Green State Police Post was deluged with calls after F’riday 
night’s incident occurred, but no amount of checking could ever 
determine what the explosion might have been A state police 
spokesman said the Federal Aviation Agency was contacted but 
personnel there observed nothing unusual on their radar 
screens. 

State Police Trooper Joe McDonald was one of the many who 
saw the apparent explosion. He was sitting in his patrol car at 
the time talking to fellow officer Anthony Clemmons when a 
bright flash lit up the sky. 

"It looked like a giant flare, spreading from east to west,” 
McDonald said. “It just kept spreading out and then faded 
around 40 degrees above the horizon.” 

The trooper said although the car windows were down, neither 
he nor Clemmons heard a sound that might have resulted from 
the explosion. 

“We didn’t hear any boom. In fact, we didn’t hear any noise at 
all. Several people in Glasgow said they heard a sonic boom, 
though,” McDonald said. 

At the same time that the Barren County troopers saw the 
flash. Trooper Curtis Woods called on the radio from Edmonson 
County to report an explosion in the sky. McDonald said the 
radio was buzzing with calls from slate policemen in Hart and 
Grayson counties as well. 

The State Police Post in Elizabethtown, which covers Grayson 
County, also reported an overwhelming number of telephone 
calls about the “explosion.” A dispatcher at the Elizalwthtown 
post told the Daily News Saturday that most of the reports 
described a comet with a tail that hurtled through the sky before 
exploding into a fireball. 

Trooper Dan Peterson checked reports of “chunks of 
something” that fell near the Anneta community off KY 259, but 
found nothing. 

A couple in the Clarkson area told a different tale According 
to Mrs. Barbara Mattingly, her neighbors, Charles and Debbie 
Smith, “a round object with lights all the way around it” 
close to their yard 

Mrs Mattingly said she and her husband were awakened at 
10::I0 Friday night by someone pounding and screaming on their 
front door. Once the Smiths were safely inside and calm enough 
to talk they told the following story. 

Smith came home from work around 10:15 p.m., but noticed 
alter going'in the house that he had left on his car lights. When 
he went outside to check, however, it wasn’t the automobile 
lights he had noticed. Apparently, the entire area was bathed in 
bright light and a round, moving object covered with lights was 
slowly moving down the road. 

“They beat on my door and were screaming and hollering so 
much I couldn’t understand a word they was saying,” Mrs. 
Mattingly said. 

Although the Smiths were not at home Saturday, the 
Elizabethtown state police said they had their telephone number 
in case something else happens. 

The Smiths aren’t the only people who have reported seeing 
such an object in the sky. The Dally News received a call last 
week about a luminated object hovering in the sky over the U.S. 
31-W By-pass in Bowling Green. A check on the report, however, 
failed to confirm its presence and state police reported no calls 
about a UFO at that time. 

The most concrete statement about Friday night’s “blaze ol 
light” came from Grayson County Sheriff l,,onnie Swift. 

At 10:30 p.m. Friday, Swift and three of his deputies were 
sitting and talking at the entrance to the Western Kentucky 
Parkway at Caneyville, when a “big ball of fire came hurtling 
down right over our heads.” Swift said he and his men jumped 
back and the flaming ball came to within 18 feet of the ground 
and disappeared. 

“It just kind of extinguished, went out Before that the sky 
around us lit up just like daytime,” Swift said. “I went back out 
there Saturday to the place we were sitting, and I couldn’t find a 
trace of anything. Whatever it was just disappeared.” 

Several people have speculated that what everyone saw, 
Friday night was a meteorite that exploded over southcentra' 
Kentucky. Two weeks ago, a meteorite exploded over Louisville 
and several fragments have been recovered there. If you don’t 
choose to believe that version, however, don’t fret. Apparently, 
UFO season has just begun, and no one is complaining that it 
started early this year. Not yet, anyway. 


Mysterious light 
seen in area 


A greenish-tinted light was reported to 
have been seen by area persons traveling 
east to west in the sky about 7 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day. Persons from the Quad Cities to north 
of Springfield apparently reported sight of 
the objects to authorities. 

According to different sources, the light 
was a comet, a meteor shower with a large 
fireball, a helicopter, or simply caused by 
the prevailing atmospheric conditions. 

A Canton man reported to police that he 
had seen multi-colored lights in the north' 
end of town and couldn’t figure out if it was 
an aircraft or something “unknown.” 

Another Canton woman said she was 
talking on the phone when she saw the 
light. It was lime-green in color, appeared 
to have a tail and was traveling east to 
west; she said. “I couldn’t tell the woman I 
was talking to what I saw,” she said. “She 
would’ve thought I was cFazy.” The 
woman was relieved to find that others 
also had seen the light. 
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The Fulton County Sheriff’s Department 
said they received no reports of the light 
Thursday night, but a spokesman there 
said they had received similar calls during 
the past two months. 

A dispatcher for Macomb State Police 
said the department received one call 
about 7 p.nri. by someone who had seen the 
light. The dispatcher said they had been 
told that the light was a comet. 

Dr. John Sathoff, professor of physics at 
Bradley University in Peoria said “I 
strongly suspect that what people saw was 
a helicopter.” 

Sathoff said he knew that a helicopter 
using a bright search light and having 
green running lights was aloft about 7 p. m. 
in Peoria and was flying in from the 
western part of the state. 

Sathoff said he knew of no meteor 
showers that were visible at that time. 

He added that what some people saw 
could have been an illusion caused by the 
atmospheric conditions. Venus and Jupiter 
are both very brilliant at this time, he said. 
About 7 p.m. Jupiter would have been 
visible at a 45 degree angle and Venus 
would have been a little higher than that. 

Sathoff said the cloud cover was unusual 
last night. The clouds were slightly broken 
and moving rapidly, so could have guv^n 
the appearance of motion to a star or 
planet seen in the sky. 


UFO sightings 
reported here 


MANIS-nQUE — Several 
Schoolcraft Councy residents 
reportedly witness^ t he fir st 
uro sighting p f the year 
Monday night, according to 
State Felice at the Manistique 
Post. 

Craig Gogola, Rte. 1, 

Manistique, looked out his 
bedroom window about 11 

p.m. Monday and saw “a light 
brighter than a star,” in the 
northeastern sky over Lake 
Michigan. He looked more 
closely and noticed “alter¬ 
nating red and green lights on 
either side.” Gogola called to 
his wife to make sure he 

wasn’t seeing things, and she 
admitted seeing the same 

thing. 

“I’ve been in the service 
and I’ve ridden in helicopters, 
but it moved tike nothing else I 
have ever seen,” he said. “I 
live near the airport and I 
know what airplanes look like 
and it looked different than 
those.” 

He and his neighbors, whom 
he called, watched the red and 
green object, “move up and 
down and back and forth with 
quick movements.” Then he 
(^ed the State Police. 

Sgt. Ronald Koski and 
troopers Ralph Graham and 
David Grimes admitted 
seeing the object Monday 
night and on previous nights 
as well. They assumed it was 
a sateffH<P. 

According to Sgt. Clarence 
Salzman of base operations at 
K. I. Sawyer Air Force Base, 
all of the planes were down 
before 11 p.m. Monday. He 


also added, “There are no 
satelites in that area that I 
know of.” 

Capt. Robert Sanderson of 
tanker scheduling at Kin- 
cheloe Air Force Base said, 
“All of our planes were down 
by 6 p.m. Monday.” 

Gabriel Wessley, flow 
controller at the Federal 
Aviation Agency’s Air Route 
Traffic Control , office in 
Farmington, Minn., the office 
that services the Upper 
Peninsula area, said that he 
has been receiving calls of 
UFO sightings from the 
Minneapolis - St. Paul area for 
the past few nights. 

“'This is the first report that 
we have heard of in Michigan, 
but we haven’t seen anything 
on our radar of unknown 
sources,” he said. He stated 
that the Earth is in such a 
position that Venus, Jupiter 
and Mars are visible to the 
naked eye. He theorized that 
the reports stemmed from 
these planet sightings. 

Some contradictions arise 
when one considers that the 
planet sightings are reported 
to be in the west while 
Gogola’s sighting was 
reported to occur in the 
northeast. 

When hearing this, Gogola 
said that he doubted he wit¬ 
nessed a planet because of the 
location of the lights. 
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UFOs Real, 
Extra-T errestrial. 
Scientist States

Kenneth Arnold had been a pilot 
many years but he'd never seen 
anything like this. He winged his 
private plane over the Cascade Moun¬ 
tains in Washington staie and counted 
the objects one, two, three .. nine ot 

them, shaped like discs and glinting 
silvery in the midsummer sun. 

He thought they moved like saucers 
skipping over water. The journalists of 
1947 picked upon this and the term ’fly¬ 
ing saucer” was born. 

And the flv ine s aucers then and 
now—are real, nuclear physicist Stan¬ 
ton Friedman said F'riday in Fort 
Walton Beach. 

Speaking before more than 2.'j0 per 
sons at the bi-annual Air Force Associa¬ 
tion dinner-business meeting, Fried¬ 
man said, "More than IH years of sfudy 
and investigation have convinced me 
the evidence is overwhelming that we 
are being visited by intelligently con¬ 
trolled vehicles from off the Kartli. " 

Friedman, who has worked 14 years 
with five nuclear research firms, noted 
he made the same s>atemenl In a paper 
submitted to the Hou.se Science and 
Astronautics Committee in 19(iH and 
that he has not changed his mind since 

then. 

■’Some and underline 
•some'- unidentified flying objects are 
not of this Earth.” he said. 

Facts supporting this contention. 
Friedman explained, lie in the ap¬ 
pearance and behavior ol UFOs. The 
objects are usually described as round, 
symmetrical, disc-shaped with surface 
textures; they are able to hover, move 
with great speed, perform apparently 
incredible maneuvers, and make no 
noise. Thus the Uf'Os, according to 
Friedman, are physical constructions. 

F’riedman enumerated .several ol- 
ficial studies of the IJF'O mysfery and 
pointed to contradictions among their 
statistics. 

"Every large-scale scientific study of 
UFOs has produced a large number 
that remained unidentified or 
unknown," he said. "In fact, the better 

the quality of the sighting, the more 
likely It is to remain an unknown ex¬ 
actly opposite what the skeptics tell 
us." 

Friedman said the main cau.se of 
skepticism is ignorance. 

"They (the skeptics) read the 
newspapers but not the solid informa¬ 
tion. They are unaware of the 
muititiude of critter reports and earthl¬ 
ing abductions, the numerous large- 
scale collections of scientific data, fhe 


many published scientific studies in¬ 
dicating that trips to nearby stars are 
already feasible without violating the 
laws of physics or invoking science- 
fiction techniques" 

Presenting numerous slides of UFO 
data. UFO photographs and UFO occu¬ 
pant sketches. Friedman enlightened 
his audience on the many "landing 
trace cases” in which UFOs have 
touched down and left physical 
evidence behind. 

He also delved into the matter of 
government secrecy surrounding 
UFOs. 

Speaking of Project Blue Book, the 
Air F'orce's 1952-(i9 study of UFOs. 
F'riedman said "Uve talked to at least 
75 servicemen who had seen UFOs and 
whose data didn't go to Project Blue 
Book but to the Aerospace Defense 
Command. 

"1 really can't come down hard on the 
Air Force because the decision on how 
to handle UF'Os was surely not made by 
the Air Force .1 have to presume it 
was made by the executive branch. 
Blue Book was an unwitting cover-up; 
they didn't know what was going on" 

Friedman said the United States 
government and the governments of 
other nations have kept some UFO data 
secret for three reasons; firstly, 
military personnel want to study the 
flying objects and try to duplicate their 
extraordinary systems; secondly, in¬ 
telligence personnel are concerned that 
other governments are seeking the 
same information; and thirdly, govern¬ 
ment personnel are afraid the realiza¬ 
tion that UFOs are from a superior but 
politically neutral race would upset the 
sociological status quo among nations. 

"The governments of the world don’t 
want their people to suddenly realize all 
of us are earthlings together. 1 don’t 
agree with this because 1 personally 
think the only hope for this planet is for 
us to adopt an earthling’ attitude. ’’ 

But, Friedman said, he has no doubt 
the suppressed evidence may remain 
suppressed. 

"Having spent 14 years as a nuclear 
physicist on advanced development 
programs, many of which were highly 
classified, I can safely state that the 
government CAN keep secrets. The 
whole UFO subject is a kind of cosmic 
Watergate crying out for the same ef¬ 
fort that went into uncovering the 
political Watergate. ” 

Asked by an audience member if he 
had ever seen a UFO, F'riedman replied 
that he had not. 

"But I spent 14 years in industry 
chasing gamma rays and neutrons.” he 
said, "and never saw one of those 
either!”

Marlin did not find any plane in trouble, 
but he did talk with a pilot from Chicago who 
also had seen the light as he was ap¬ 
proaching the Keokuk airport.

Davis isn’t so sure. “It was definitely 
bigger than a meteorite.’’ 

He thinks “Uncle Sam” might have had 
something to do with it, since it appeared to 
him to be some sort of rocket. 

What makes him think this is that “flames 
were coming out from behind it,” At one 
point, Davis added flames “really seemed to 
spurt out, like it was a rocket stage” being 
used up. 

“Of course, lots of people probably have 
their own ideas about it.” Davis added 
philosophically. 

He said the object lasted only seconds, 
appeared to be moving quite rapidly and was 
of different colors. 

Marlin said other persons who called in 
described the object as having a long tail. 
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*UF0’8 and Big Foot creatures may be intertwined.' 

UFO's Capture 
Imagination 

By WARD PIMLEY 

If you think unidentified flying objects are spaceships 
from another world piloted by little green men, and if you 
think people who spot these flying objects are loony, step 
aside. 

The study of UFOs is a serious business which has cap¬ 
tured the imaginations of growing numbers of people, ac¬ 
cording to Robert L. Cowell, director of investigations, 
Pennsylvania Center for UFO Research. 

“We’re trying to find out exactly what UFOs are,” he 
said. “We don’t have definite ideas about them because 
they come in different sizes, shapes, and colors. They’re 
widely diversified.” 

Actually, UFOs are anything flying which has not been 
identified, but Cowell and many others believe there is 
more than what meets the eye. The intrigue grabs them. 

’The Pennsylvania Center is located in Irwin, about 10 
miles east of Pittsburgh. It has about 60 members 
throughout the state representing various occupational 
fields. 

’These UFO enthusiasts fund the center through annual 
dues of 612 plus whatever other contribution they can 
make. Cowell and Joan L. Jeffers, director of adminis¬ 
tration, serve as unpaid co-directors, volunteering their 
time. 


Professional consultants who are also members of the 
UFO center do not pay dues, Jeffers said, because they 
donate their time and laboratory equipment when in¬ 
vestigating “sightings.” One of the consultants works at 
Duquesne University. 

“More people are investigating UFOs now that we’ve 
left the Age of Ridicule,” Jeffers said. “Each scientific 
discovery goes through a cycle of being ignored, then ridi¬ 
culed, then examined, and then either accepted or re¬ 
jected. 

“Now we’re at the point where more and more people 
are at least looking at the evidence to make up their own 
minds whether UFOs exist.” 

To Jeffers, UFOs and Big-foot Creatures, which she said 
roam the forests of Pennsylvania, may well be inter¬ 
twined, since the Creature or its three-toed (sometimes 
four-toed) tracks are often found near UFO sightings. 

“The Creature exists,” she said. “It’s been here for 
many years. It’s either curious about the UFO or is possi¬ 
bly a creature used by extra-terrestials to examine life on 
Earth.” 

She said the Creature, which she has seen, is more like 
a man than like an ape. 

“I have seen hundreds of the Creature’s footprints (in 
Southwest Pennsylvania) and saw two Creatures once 
when driving with another UFO center member,” she 
said. 

“They looked like tall, dark forms with large reflecting 
eyes. They stood and walked along as we drove the car.” 

She said she and her companion gauged the Creatures’ 
heights of nine feet and seven feet by lining their eyes 
with a tree marking, then measuring thie distance between 
the ground and the mark the next day. 

“We didn’t see the Creatures the next day,” she said, 
“but there were lots of footprints.” 

While UFO watchers suspect there may be space ships 
from other solar systems or other galaxies, both Jeffers 
and Cowell said greater emphasis is being given to “time 
travellers —beings who are ‘there’ one minute and on 
Earth the next.” 

“Astronomers say there are millions of other planets 
which can support life as we know it,” COwell said, "so 
there could visitors from other worlds. But scientists 
now theorize that there’s a dimension beside' our own. 
They say there are people living on the Earth with us, but 
we can’t see them or touch them.” . 

According to Cowell and Jeffers, UFOs could be craft 
flown by people from this other dimension. ’They point to 
the Bermuda ’Triangle, which swallows planes and ships, 
as a possible gateway between the two dimensions.

Kept Police Hopping 

A push to “Get the Rabbit Habit” kept telephones at the 
Wyoming Police Department and Kent County Airport 
control tower hopping Monday night. 

Some callers thought they had spotted a UFO (unidentified 
flying object). 

The first report relayed to Wyoming via the Kent County 
Sheriff’s Department was from a caller who told of seeing 
the II FO ab out 7:50 p.m. near 28th St. and US131. 

The man who telephoned Wyoming police at 8:25 p.m. told 
of seeing what appeared to be a “low-flying blowtorch” at 
36th St. and Clyde Park Ave. SW. 

A call by Police Dispatcher David Peuler to the airport 
control tower, which ^so reported receiving six or seven 
similar calls, solved the UFO mystery. 

It was an aircraft blinking a lighted message, telling those 
on the ground: “Get the Rabbit (a model of Volkswagen) 
Habit.” 

Control tower personnel told Peuler the aircraft’s flight 

was legal and had been approved. 
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One day this week I was resting on the davenport hi the living 
room, and all at once I noticed a bright, disc-like object on the 
north wall. At first I thought it was a fire coming through the wall 
and 1 was frightened. The object was about the size of a cup, white 
and glisteiring. I jumped up to see what it was. 

Outside the sun was shining in and I drew down a shade at a 
south window, and the disc disappeared. 1 knew theu that it was 
coming from the sun. 

But why was this disc revolving? Going outside to look at the 
sun high in the southwest sky, it was so blinding that 1 had to shut 
my eyes. It filled the whole sky and it, too, was rotating. This 1 
could discern by looking at the area farther away from the sun 
itself. Hugh sundogs leaped about the sky. This strange sight 
continued for several minutes. 

I was alone so I couldn’t tell anyone about it, and I didn’t want 
to go to the phone and miss the phenomenon. If anyone else saw 
it, please let me know. Later in the afternoon the sky became 
cloudy and dark patches partially obscured the sun. This made it 
look like an eclipse.

Hunters find huge 
print at Stanley 

STANLEY — It’s 14 and a half inches long. It’s four and a half inches wide at 
the toe, two and a half inches wide at the heel. 

It’s a footprint, that’s for sure. But to whom or to what it belongs, no one 
knows. 

The print was discovered Jan. 15 by hunters walking through a snow- 
covered wooded area off the Stanley-Dallas Road. Fearing newspaper public¬ 
ity, they decided to reveal their find only to Wayne Laporte, the Charlotte 
unidentified flying object (UFO) investigator whose findings had been re¬ 
ported in The Gazette. 

Laporte listened to the tale, decided to give the hunters the benefit of a doubt 
and launched what has become a month-long investigation to identify the 
print. 

“What I saw was a footprint about one-half inch deep in the snow,’’ Laporte 
said. ‘“The ground was packed underneath. It looked like a shoed foot. I do not 
believe that it was the footprint of an animal or of a human” 

Laporte’s checking with UFO information-gathering organizations around 
the country has led him to a single report of a similar footprint beine found. 

That was three years ago in the desert near Edwards Air Force Base, Calif. 


A military policeman on patrol found footprints of the same size and shape 
around his car. 'The car had become stuck in the desert sand and the police¬ 
man had left, then returned with a tow truck. 

“At this point all I can say is that we have found an unusual non-human 
footprint that doesn’t appear to be the result of a hoax,’’ Laporte said. “There 
is very little significance in the find at the moment. However, if matching 
footprints are confirmed, such as those at the air base, we will have a very 
significant find.” 

Matching footprints, he said, would mean one of two things. 

“We could have a prankster who is going from state to state planting these 
footprints to perpetrate a hoax,” he explained. “Or we could have a footprint 
from an extraterrestrial humanoid.” 

Laporte said he will continue his investigation to determine whether or not 
the footprint bears any relation to reported UFO sightings in Gaston County 
over the past four months. 

More prints found at Rock Hill 

ROCK HILL, S.C. (AP)— Hundreds of big, bare footprints—similar to one 
found recently in Fort Mill near Rock Hill—have been found in Saluda County, 
about 100 miles away. 

Residents of both areas fear they may have a Bigfoot roaming about. 

The Saluda prints were noted a week before the one in Fort Mill. They are 14 
inches long, 7 inches wide and extend through a mile of secluded farmland. 

The Saluda prints are slightly longer and wider than the one in a Fort Mill 
couple’s backyard last weekend. They are also slightly deeper. 

So far, no one knows who or what made the prints.

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A few weeks ago, a Miller County 
farmer went to survey his pig pen 
and discovered the remnants of a 
small-scale attack. Several pigs had 
been ripped open, and one carcass 
was found outside and away from the 
pen where it apparently had been 
dragged and abandoned. 

The farmer blamed this 
apparently mindless attack on the 
famed Fouke Monster, so named for 
the tiny southwest Arkansas hamlet 
where the legend grew up in the 
195()s. 

H L. Phillips, chief deputy sheriff 
of Miller Countv, said the incidentt 
was blamed on the monster because 
of the vicioufness of the attack. 
Phillips said the swine probably had 
been attacked with a sharp 
instrument, such as a knife. 

Phillips said if the pigs weren't 
killed by a human, the culprit likely 
was a wolf, wild dogs or one of the 


few cougars that roam Miller 
County. 

Still, reports such as these keep the 
legend alive. 

“We don’t believe in stuff like that 
here.” Phillips said. “Of course, 
we’ll investigate a claim to the 
fullest, but there’s never anything to 
prove there’s a monster.” 

The legend gained new strength in 
1971 when a young man was 
hospitalized with scratches and 
shock symtoms after he reported 
being attacked by a “large, hairy 
creature.” 

Later, a movie was made about the 
monster, and the reports of sightings 
increased. In the last year or two. 
however, the furor has died down. 
Phillips .said. 

Phillips said there have been no 
sightings in about a year and a half. 
He said that one report every five 
months is about average, and these 


are mostly about attacks on animals 

Another reason the monster s 
publicity has waned is that the law 
authorities no longer publicize 
monster claims, Phillips said. One 
report that was never made public 
came in many months ago. 

Phillips said a horse had been “run 
down and killed”, apparently 
brutally. He claims this was 
probably another wild animal 
attack.

It may be quiet on the monster 
front, but apparently some persons 
still believe something unknown 
roams Miller County.

Mutilated cow found 
near Fort Worth 


FORT WORTH (AP) — A 
Holstein cow was found 
killed and mutilated in a 
East Fort Worth pasture 
Sunday afternoon in a 
manner similar to other 
mutilations four years ago. 

Itie animal’s sex organs 
and one teat had been 
severed and removed from 
the scene, said Troy 
McCarley, the owner of the 
animal. 

“This is really odd,’’ said 
McCarley, who has raised 
cattle all his life. “There 
should have been a 
tretnendous amount of blood, 
butf^there were no signs the 
cobbled that much.’’ 

McCarley, who works in 
Arlington, reported the 
gruesome find to police 
^nday after his daughter, 
Mrs. Kim Storm, discovered 
the cow lying in the field 
about a quarter-mile from 
her parents’ home. 

The owner said he believes 
the cow, which was seven 
months pregnant and worth 
about $^, was mutilated 
sometime tetween Saturday 
night and Sunday afternoon. 

'The unborn calf was not 
disturbed. 

McCarley, 51, said there 
were no vehicle tracks 
around the area, indicating 
the intruders were possibly 
on foot. He said he had found 
no evidences his barbed wire 
fences had been cut, or that 
any of his other livestock—35 
head of cattle and 12 hor¬ 
ses—had been bothered. 

“The only thing I noticed 
around the cow were two 
fresh shotgun shell casings,” 
he said. “1 turned the cow 
over, but 1 couldn’t find any 
place where she had been 
shot.” 


McCarley theorized the 
animal may have been 
tranquilized before her 
organs were removed. 

“She had struggled some 
because her horns made an 
imprint in the ground. She 
didn’t struggle much, 
though. It lo^ed like she 
was pretty well tranquilized 
or dead before she hit the 
ground,” he said. 

Another oddity about the 
death, McCarley said, is the 
absence of other cattle hoof 
prints in the area, indicating 
the other animals would not 
go near the mutilated cow. 

“A cow will go to the smell 
of blood if detected. But 
there was no evidence that 
any other cows went around 
her,” he said. 

“There was no way 
animals could have done 
this,” said McCarley. “This 
was done by human hands, 
probably with a knife.” 

The mutilation Sunday is 
similar to several others that 
gained national attention in 
1973. Texas cattle 
mutilations were reported in 
November 1974 and then 
appeared to stop. More cases 
occurred in early 1975 in 
Texas and other states. 

Conjecture about the 
causes of mutilations ranged 
from attacks of wolves and 
coyotes to the work of 
Satanists or aliens from 
outer space. 

“It has me buffaloed,” 
McCarley said. “I’d read 
about it, but Ive never seen 
anything like it in my life. It 
seems like such a waste for 
someone to destroy an 
animal for something that 
just doesn’t make any 
sense.” 


Take Look At Print 
And Decide Yourself

ROCK HILL, S.C. — Within the 
next two week.s the York County 
Nature Museum will display a plas¬ 
ter cast of what appears to be a 
footprint measuring about 15 inches 
long. 

The print taken several weeks ago 
in the backyard of Fort Mill resident 
Leonard Gramoski caused some 
folks to speculate a “Bigfoot” could 
be roaming the countryside. 

For years tales have persisted in 
several far-western states of an 
eight-foot tall, hairy creature called 
Bigfoot or Sasquatch which closely 
resembles the so-called Abominable 
Snowman of the Himalaya Moun¬ 
tains. 

Newspapers in the Carolinas occa¬ 
sionally have carried accounts of 
“beasts” being heard or huge, unex¬ 
plained footprints being found. 

Charles Hall, director of the York 
museum, said the print found at Fort 
Mill was examined by state wildlife 
officials and his museum naturalist, 
Ray Liquori. , , 

“The general conjecture was that 
it wasn’t a footprint,” Hall said. The 
experts theorized freezing and thaw¬ 
ing of the ground created the foot¬ 
print-like pocket in the ground. 

But museum taxidermist John 
Schneider took the casting taken in 
the field and made an impression 
from it, refining it slightly in the 
process. 

The result was a plaster footprint 
the museum will display. 
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“It’s a lot of fun,” said Hall. 
“We’ve been kidded a lot.’’ 

The casting, he said, "is an interv 
est item,” worthy of being dis¬ 
played, although he’s not sure where 
it will be placed in the museum. 

“We decided we’d put it on dis¬ 
play and let people decide for them¬ 
selves.” 

Hall said the museum won’t take 
a position on the print’s authentici¬ 
ty. And speaking for himself. Hall 
said he’d neither deny the existence 
of a Bigfoot-like creature, nor does 
he have the evidence needed to veri¬ 
fy it. 

After the Fort Mill print was 
found, residents of Saluda County, 
about 100 miles to the south, found 
a group of prints that appeared to 
have been made by a foot measuring 
more than 14 inches long and seven 
inches wide. 

D. W. Berry, who saw the tracks 
first discovered on his property by 
his grandson and another boy, said 
they looked real to him, adding, 
“there are all kinds of possibilities.” 
But a Saluda County sheriff’s de¬ 
partment spokesman said “it’s more 
of a joke than anything else.” and 
there was no investigation. 

But more than 300 persons went 
to Berry’s farm to see and eventual¬ 
ly obscure the prints in the soft 
ground with their vehicle tracks. 

And hunters walking through the 
woods near Stanley in North Caroli¬ 
na found a print of similar dimen¬ 
sions, although their account wasn’t 
made public until about ten days 
ago, about a month after the discov¬ 
ery. A Matthews man interested in 
the phenomenon of unidentified fly¬ 
ing objects, Wyne Laporte, investi¬ 
gated the incident and sketched the 
print he described as looking more 
like a shoeprint. 
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Animal that eats ears off hogs 
has Jasper Countains nervous

BAY SPRINGS—Thefehas been a 
strange animal roaming the southwest 
part of Jasper County since the first of 
the year and It’s got the folks who live In 
that area a little nervous. 

Gene Clark, editor of the Jasper 
County News, has been ii)vestigating 
the animal’s activities •along with the 
sheriff’s department. 

Clark says the animal Ukes to eat the 
ears off Tiogg. 

The story began on a Thursday night 
in January when a hog belonging to 
Joseph Dickson of the .'Nazarene 
community ■ was attacked.'’The ears 
were eaten off the hog, Clark said, but 
they were eaten off cleanly, like they 
had been snipped with scissors. Clark 
said the hog had been attacked behind 
the head, apparently to keep it still. 


Another hog was attacked in the 
same way the next night and a third 
was attacked Sunday,two nights later. 
Early that Monday, Dickson saw the 
animal in his hog pen, he told Gark. 
The animal jumped the fence after 
attacking a fourth hog, Clark said. 

Dickson described the animal as 
bigger than a German shepherd and 
said it jumped farther than a dog could 
Jump. Three of the hogs the animal 
attacked died, Gark said, although 
they did not die during the attacks, and 
the fourth had to be destroyed. 

About a week after the attacks at 
Dickson’s farm, the ears were pulled 
off a SOO-pound sow at Calvin Martin’s 
farm. Gark said he went to Martin’s 
farm after hearing about4he-attack and 
found that the animal had dropped one 
of the sow’s ears in the pen. 


“The ear was pulled out by the 
roots,” Gark said. “You could put it 
back in the hole it came from.” 

Later that same night, a farmer m 
the Blue Mountain community reported 
that his hound dog attacked the strange 
animal and that the dog's front legs 
were badly ripped open. Since the 
attack, one of the dog’s legs has had to 
be amputated , Gark said. 

Several people claim they’ve shot at 
it, Clark said, but apparently no one has 
hit it. 


As for the folks living in the Nazarene 
area, they keep lights burning all night 
on fwrches, in barnyards and in 
hogpens, Gark said, even though it’s 
been three weeks since the last 
reported attack.

An unidentified Ft. Lewis enlisted man report¬ 
edly saw “a big hairy thing” while hiking in woods 
near the Northwest Trek ^rtld game preserve here. 

However, neither the man who claimed to 
have seen the creature, nor the doctor who sup¬ 
posedly treated him, agreed to be named.

A Madigan Army Medical Center doctor who 
treated the soldier for shock told the paper Tues¬ 
day the man still was ‘‘too unstable” to discuss 
the incident. 

The doctor said the soldier came to him ‘‘ex¬ 
tremely upset” and would not discuss the report¬ 
ed sighting for some time. 

“He is quite .sure he saw Biglout.” the doctor 
was quoted as saying. 

Koger Thacker, Trek ulrector, said today Trek 
had nothing to do with the incident.

FORT WORTH (AP) - A Holstein 
cow was found killed and mutilated in 
a East Fort Worth pasture Sunday af¬ 
ternoon in a manner similar to other 
mutilations four years ago. 

The animal’s sex organs and one teat 
had been severed and removed from 
the scene, said Troy McCarley, the 
owner of the animal. 

“This is really odd,” said McCarley, 
who has raised cattle all his life. 
“There should have been a tremendous 
amount of blood, but there were no 
signs the cow bled that much.” 

McCarley, who works in Arlington, 
reported the gruesome find to police 
Sunday after his daughter, Mrs. Kim 
Storm, discovered the cow lying in the

So far the hard evidence is fragmentary:

Probe of 
fatal accident 
under way 

ASTORIA, Ore. - (UPI) — The 
( oast Guard has begun an Investi¬ 
gation to determine what caused 
the breakup of the fishing boat 
Compromise on Klipsan Beach, 
Wash., Thursday, taking the lives 
of two men 

The bodies of David F. Benson, 
San Rafael, Calif., and Virgil 
Wheeler, Juneau, both in thejr 
early 50s. were found last week. 

Their 27-foot fishing boat, bound 
from San Francisco to Alaska, 
was found in pieces. A Coast 
Guard spokesman said the water 
wasn’t extremely rough, and that 
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there was no evidence oi an expio 
Sion or fire. 

Coast Guard mvesligaiors from 
the Marine Safety Office will in¬ 
vestigate w'hether the fishing boat 
may have been hit by a larger 
ve.ssel 

Lt. Cdr. Larry Carr of the Port 
land Coast Guard office said a for 
mal hearing into the accident will 
not be held. Carr said the inve.sti 
gation may take weeks or months. 

Before the accident, the Com 
promise had been towed to Ilwa- 
co. Wash., by the Coast Guard aft 
er the boat suffered an engine fail¬ 
ure. The two men made their own 
repairs and returned to sea. 

The bodies of the two men were 
found late Thursday. The boat’s 
hull, with part of the cabin at 
tached, was found Friday morn¬ 
ing, floating about 6 miles off Klip¬ 
san Beach. It sank while the Coast 
Guard attempted to tow it to 
shore. 
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
